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REMARKS 



Claims 1-19, and 21-27 are pending. The Applicant herein respectfully requests further 
examination of the application and reconsideration of the claims, in view of the amendments and 
remarks presented herein. 

The Applicant respectfully thank the Examiner for acknowledging the patentability of the 
subject matter of claims 1-17. The Applicants herein specifically amend the scope of claims 18 
and 25, without prejudice, to align the scope of the remainder of the pending claims (18-27) in 
accord with what the Examiner has indicated as allowable subject matter, to expedite the 
prosecution of this case. 1 Claims 20 and 28-29 are cancelled to avoid redundancy. 

Since the particular limitation that the Examiner has indicated confers patentability to the 
subject matter of the remaining claims, i.e., " wherein at least one other anticancer agent is 
selected from the group consisting of a steroidal antiandrogen, a non-steroidal antiandrogen, an 
estrogen, diethvlstilbestroh a conjugated estrogen, a selective estrogen receptor modulator 
(SERMD, a taxane, and a LHRH analog ", is now a required feature in independent claims 18 and 
25, the Applicants respectfully submit that all claims now pending define subject matter the 
Examiner has indicated is allowable. 

The Applicants respectfully request the Examiner withdraw the objections to the format 
of the claims and the rejections under 35 USC §103 in view of the amendments presented herein. 

For the foregoing reasons, the Applicant submits that Claims 1-19 and 21-27 are in 
condition for allowance. Early action toward this end is courteously solicited.
